Thousands of people lined the 
streets of Romulus on the night of Fri- 
day, September 17, to "Oooh!" and 
"Ahhh!" as the City's first-ever Parade 
of Lights passed by. The event, which 
kicked off the third annual Romulus 
Pumpkin Festival, featured more than 
50 dazzling entries. 

"The parade was the talk of the 
town for the rest of the weekend,” said 
34th District Court Judge Brian A. Oak- 
ley. "Each year, the festival has gotten 
bigger and better. With the addition of 
the Friday night parade, next year's 
festival promises to be a major event.” 

Indeed, the third annualfestivalwas 
the best ever, as record-breaking crowds 
enjoyed the beautiful weather and the 
offerings of over 60 vendors and crafters.

The Editor's Opinion 





On Monday, September 27, Vote YES!

When the electors of Romulus go to 
the polls on Monday, September 27, we 
hope they'll be casting their ballots in 
support of ProposalsA, B, andC. Unbe- 
lievable as it may seem to some skep- 
tics, these proposals will allow our city 
and schools to make a vast improve- 
mentin their facilities and services while 
actually saving homeowners money on 
their tax bills! 

In a nutshell, this unique opportu- 
nity is made possible by two factors: 

* recent (andcontinuing) growthinthe 
City's business and residential tax 
base, and 

e the additional per-pupil funding that 
Romulus will receive from the State 
when hundreds of children from new 
housing developments begin enroll- 
ing in the district's schools. 

The key to understanding how this 
taxpayer Savings will come about lies in 
Proposal C, which renews the existing 
limit on the taxes that Romulus schools 
can collect for their operation. 

Currently, the district is permitted to 


levy up to 18 mills against non-home- 


stead property, and 16.6363 mills 
against homestead property. An addi- 
tional5.46 mills are levied forthe district's 
debt fund. 

But, eventhough the districtcharges 
non-homestead property owners the 
full 18 operating mills, it levies only 
14.82 mills against homestead taxpay- 
ers. In fact, the Romulus Board of Edu- 
cation has been granting this 1.8163- 
mill tax savings (16.6363 minus 14.82 
equals 1.8163) to homestead property 
owners every year since 1991. 

Now, voters are being asked to 
pass Proposal C, the millage renewal, 
along with Proposal B, a $34-million 
bond issue that will allow the district to: 
* build a new elementary school so 

thatthe influx of new students doesnt 
overcrowd existing classrooms;

* upgrade its technology, band, and 
athletics facilities; and 

* install video security systems to fur- 
ther assure the safety of our young 
people. 

lfthese measures are passed, the Board 

of Education will raise homestead own- 

ers’ debt-fund levy from 5.46 to 7.00 

mills (a 1.54-mill increase) to pay back 

the $34-million bond issue, but it will 
lower the homestead operating-fund 
levy from 14.82 to 11.82 mills (a de- 
crease of 3.00 mills). The result is a net 

savings of 1.46 mills (3.00 minus 1.54 

equals 1.46). 

It is this significant reduction in 
school taxes that will allow homestead 
property owners to support a 1.00-mill 
City-tax increase for a recreation cen- 
ter, yet still reduce their overall tax bill by 
almost half a mill(1.46 minus 1.00 equals 
.46). That translates into a savings of 
about $23 per year for the owner of a 
$100,000 home (.46 mills, or .00046, 
times $50,000, the State Equalized 
Value of a$100,000 home, equals $23). 

How canwe possibly turn down this 
chance to save money while providing 
our kids with better educational facili- 
ties, and our community with superior 
recreational opportunities? 

lf you share our hopes for the future 
of Romulus, please vote "yes" on Sep- 
tember 27.

NOTICE OF 
SITE REVIEW BOARD MEETING 


Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 


The Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ), Waste Management Division, 
hereby gives notice that the Site Review Board (SRB) will meet on Thursday, October 
14, 1999, to begin consideration of the Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) 
construction permit application. The meeting is open to the public and all interested 
persons are invited to attend. 


The application is for a permit to construct a hazardous waste storage and treatment 
facility at 28470 Citrin Drive in Romulus, Michigan. The facility would accept liquid 
hazardous waste from off-site generators for disposal in deep injection wells. Prior to 
disposal in the deep injection welis, the wastes would be stored in tanks and 
containers and treated in tanks. The application covers the above-ground storage and 
treatment of hazardous wastes prior to disposal in the deep injection wells. The deep 
injection wells were permitted separately. 


Under Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of the Natural Resources and 
Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 451, as amended (Act 451), the construction 
permit application is subject to two separate reviews: one by the DEQ; and one by the 
SRB. The application was submitted to the DEQ on May 19, 1999. The DEQ 
determined that the proposal satisfied all of the technical requirements under Part 111 
of Act 451 and, therefore, referred the application to the SRB for further consideration. 


The SRBis established under Section 11117 of Act 451 and is independentofthe DEQ. 
The SRB will focus on the potential impact that the proposed facility could have on the 
local community. The SRB process takes approximately 180 days, and includes a 
formal public hearing and numerous open meetings in which the public can offer 
comments. At the conclusion of the process, the SRB will recommend that the DEQ 
either issue or deny the permit. The DEQ will then initiate another public participation 
process to receive comments on its tentative decision. 


The first meeting is an organizational meeting for the SRB. The SRB and its review 
process will be introduced to the public, EDS will present its proposal to the SRB, and 
the DEQwill present the draft construction permit forthe facility to the SRB. In addition, 
the SRB will schedule the formal public hearing on the project. Opportunity for public 
commentat this organizational meeting may be limited. The meeting will be held at the 
Romulus High School Auditorium, 9650 South Wayne Road, Romulus, Michigan, from 
7:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. Persons with disabilities needing accommodations for 
effective participation inthis meeting should contact Mr. Steve Sliver at 517-373-1976, 
or at the address below, at least one week in advance of the meeting to request 
mobility, visual, hearing, or other assistance.

Edward William Buckberry 


Edward William Buckberry — a life- 
long resident of Romulus, Michigan — 
died September 11, 1999, at the age of 
79. 

The son of the late Fred H. and 
Leona D. (VanPetten) Buckberry, Ed 
was born October 20, 1919. He lived 
and farmed at the old homestead at 
12752 Huron River Drive until 1968, 
when the property was soldto abank, at 
which time he moved to Sharon Street 
in the Petrosky subdivision. 

Throughout his life, Ed attended 
Community United Methodist Church 
(Romulus, Ml), where he was a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Men's Club, an 
usher, and a willing worker at church 
dinners.

Surviving Ed are one sister, Verna 
(Bill) Stubblefield (Westland, Ml); two 
brothers, Donald V. (Joan) Buckberry 
(Fennville, Ml) and Hugh F. Buckberry 
(Romulus, Ml); seven nephews and 
nieces; 13 great-nephews and -nieces; 
and 27 great-great-nephews andnieces. 
He was preceded in death by his par- 
ents; one brother, Larry Gene; one Sis- 
ter, Helen Jean; and a great-nephew, 
Eric Hugh. 

Following cremation, burial willtake 
place at Romulus Memorial Cemetery 
(Romulus, Ml).
